WASHINGTON, March 16.—President 
Wilson declined to discuss the British

TENDONS TAKEN FROM MAN’S 
LEG PLACED IN STIFFENED ARM 


Unusual Operation Known as Anky- 
losis Is Performed at the 
City Hospital. 

Henry Zimmerman, 22 years old, of 
1218 Olive street, underwent an unusual 
operation, known as ankylosis, at the 
city hospital today, in the course of 
which a bundle of tendons and fiber 
taken from his right thigh were trans- 
planted into his left arm. Zimmerman 
is a window cleaner and on Dec. 26 he 
fell from a window, breaking his left 
arm at the elbow. The bone knitted 
improperly and the entire arm became 
straight and unbending. The muscles 
and tendons hardened and physicians 
found the arm appeared as if it was 
made of stone. 

When he was placed upon the oper- 
ating table under an anesthetic an open- 
ing was made in his right thigh and 
@ bunch of tendons were removed and 
laid separately on the table. 

His stiffened arm was then broken at 
the elbow and a long incision made. A 
mass of hardened tendons and muscle 
was removed and replaced with the pli- 
ant tendons from his thigh. The bone 
was then properly reset. 

Surgeons in charge ‘of the operation 
believe it will prove successful and that 
Zimmerman will have free use of his 
arm within a few weeks. They alsv 
said the freedom of moyement of. Zim-, 
merman’s leg will not be impaired.

Ensign Designed in Marshall's Honor 
Will Have Blue Eagle on 
White Field. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Navy 
Department hes accided to do all in its 
power to boost the dignity and import. 
ance of the Vice-President of the 

Tnited States. 

The President, the Secretary and As- 
sistant Secretaries of the Navy anil 
the Army always have had flags which 
were run up on a naval vessel as they 
boarded Not so with the Vice-Presi- 
dent. He has been compelled to scam- 
per up the side of the ships with noth- 
ing but the Stars and Stripes, and the 
commanding officer’s flag fleating over 
head. When Vice-President Marshal 
was designated to go to San Francisco 
to represent the President at the Expo- 
sition the program included a trip 
eboard Admiral Howard's flagship 
Secretary Daniels’ attention was called 
t» the fact, and he announced that 
“hen the Vice-President boards the Coi- 
crado a white flag with 1. blue eagle 
shall be run up. It will be the first 
time that the navy has ever used such 
a flag, and hereafter one will be kept 
nandy on every vessel to be run up 
when a Vice-President appears. The 
Presideut’s flag is blue with a white 
eugle.

Noninatoxicating Beverage Known as 
“Kvass” Succeeds Wines on 
the Table. 

PETROGRAD, March 16.—The ban- 
ishment of table wines by Govern- 
ment edict has brought to the fore 
a beverage which seldom has been 
used outside the peasant’s cottage. 
It is “kvass.” Though it closely re- 
sembles l@ger beer in color, it is 
more like American root beer in taste, 
and is also nonintoxicating. The fa- 
vorite brand is prepared by a spe- 
clal treatment of Russian black 
bread. It is now served in all the res- 
taurants, 

Curiosity about Russian fare ig the 
fact that the American griddle cake 
makes its appearance in Russia for 
one week only in the whole year. 
That week is the one preceding Lent. 
The griddle cake is disguised.as a 
special luxury ;under’ the name of 
“blini.” It is eaten plentifully at any 
or all meals during the week. It is 
served with caviar, thick sour cream 
and melted butter. The ‘ordinary com- 
plement per person is 12 or 15 “blini,”’ 
but a stranger is told that the rule

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GORDON 100 BUSY 
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10 SHUW MAJORS 
EXPENSE ACCOUNT 


‘For Six Months State Auditor 
Has Given Same Reason for 
Faflure to Give Records. 


HADLEY FAR OUTSTRIPPED 


Present Governor Used $2911 
in Two Years; Predecessor 
$1719 in Four Years. ,

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.—De- 


tails of the expense accounts of Gov. 
Major during the first two years of his 
administration are not available for pub- 


lic inspection in the office of State Au- 
ditor John P. Gordon. 

The total of the GovVernor’s expendi- 
tures was published in the Post-Dispateh 
last Friday. Each Legislature appropri- 
ates a sum for the contingent expenses 
of the Governor's office. ‘The apprpria- 
tion bill provides that from this amount 
may be paid the actual traveling ex- 
penses of the Governor, when on State 
business. 


Far Surpasses Hadley. 

The report of the Auditor shows that 
Major, during his two years in office, 
has drawn $2911.75 from this fund for 
personal expenses. His predecessor, 
Gov. Hadley, drew only $1719.58 dur- 
ing his entire administration of four 
years. The amounts drawn by the Gov- 
ernor personally from the fund repre- 
resent his personal expenses. 


asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter for 
permission to examine Gov. Major's ex- 
pense accounts. Gordon admitted the 
records were public, but said that they 
were so arranged in the files of offices 
that no person except one or two clerks 
in the office could get them. He said 
these clerks were busy, but in a few 
days would get the expense accounts 
from the files. 

Gordon has been asked at least twice 
a week for the last six weeks for these 
accounts and each time has given the 
Same answer as when first asked.

During the six weeks Gordon has 
failed to produce the accounts he and

yesterday, while a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent was talking to Gordon, four 
of his: clerks were sitting in the next 
room, entertaining visitors and not en- 
gaged in work of any kind. 

The biennial report of State Auditor 
John P. Gordon shows that, in addition 
to the $2911.75 Gov. Major’s trips have 
cost the State during two vears, there 
has been an additional expense because 
of his trips amounting to $799.68. This 
represents the amount paid from the 
Gov2rnor’s contingent fund to Lieuten- 
and-Governor William R. Painter as 
compensation for his services as acting 
Governor while Gov. Major was out 
of the State. 

Governor Got Full Salary. 

Gov. Major collected from the State 
his’full salary, according to the Audit- 
or’s report, and there was no deduc- 
tion because of the amount paid to 
Painter, although the Constitution says 
Painter was entitled to the salary of 
Governor while acting Governor. 

Article 5 Section 16 of the Constitution 
says: “In case of death, conviction or 
impeachment, failure to qualify, resig- 
nation, absence from the State or other 
disability of the Governor, the powers, 
duties and emoluments of the office for 
the residue of the term, or until the 
disability shall be removed, shall de- 
volve upon the Lieutenant-Governor.” 

The Auditor’s report shows that in 
1918 Painter received from the Gover- 
nor’s contingent fund $537.09, and in 
1914 he got $27.76. 

There is now pending a deficiency ap- 
propriation for him of $234.78 which 
would make his 1914 total $262.54. 

The records for previous years show 
that other Governors have not paid 
the Lieutenant-Governors from this 


contingent fund, and that if they re- 
ceived anything, they were paid by the 
Governor out of his. salary, through 
some private arrangement. 


Clause in Appropriation Bill. 

Although the Constitution states that 
the Lieutenant-Governor, while acting 
as Governor, is entitled to the Govern- 
or’s salary the Legislature two vears 
ago inserted in the appropriation 
a clause providing that he should be 
paid from the Governor’s contingent 
fund. 

That was the first time such a clause 
ever had been inserted in the appropria- 
tion bill and it was the first appropria- 
tion bill of the Mafor administration. 
The clause is repeated in the appropria- 
tion bill to cover the next two years, 
which is pending in the Legislature.

UN STAND OF THE 


DEATH OF ADMIRER 


She Describes to Connecticut 
Jury How She Found Ballou 
at Foot of Her Stairway. 


By Associated Press. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 16.—Mrs. 
Helen M. Angle,--accused of having 
caused the death of Waldo R. Ballou, 
in Stamford, last June, told her story 
today to the jury. She is charged with 
manslaughter. Speaking at times so low 
that her words were almost inaudible, 
and again sobbing out her story, she 
told of Ballou’s visit to her apartments 
on the night on which he met his death. 
She added in a broken voice that every- 
thing paled into insignificance in the 
face of the fact that the man she loved 
was dead. Questions put by her coun- 


ou, 
rooms, fell down a stairway. 

Mrs. Angle looked somewhat worn, 
but outwardly she appeared calm. Her 
answers were made in a low voice. 

She described first how she had been 
employed at various times as a clerk. 
In January, 1914, she gave up this work, 
as she was suffering from nervous 
trouble. She was married in 1898 to 
I’'rank Angle, but obtained a divorce 
on grounds of desertion several years 
later. She met Ballou in 1911 about 
a year and a half after the death of 
his wife. 


Asked Her to Marry Him. 
“Wee were very good friends,” she 


said, and she added that she had gone 
with Ballou. She also 
enumerated various gifts from Ballou 
to her. 

“Did he appear to think very much 
of you?” 

“Very much. He asked me several 
times to marry him. I told him I did 
not wish to, as he was very old. [ 
also reminded him that he had grown 
children, and because of that I did 
not think it advisable.’’ 

Mrs. Angle told of having injured her 
ankle by a fall in Bridgeport last April 
She had aiso- undergone an operation, 
she said, and it left her in a nervous 
condition. 


She “Called Uo Jimmy.” 
Mrs. Angle told of her movements on 


the evening of June 25, when Ballou lost 
his life. She spent some time with 
Mrs. Barrett, who had just moved in 
under her. Later she washed two pairs 
of stockings and did some ironing. She 
said she felt lonesome and called up 
“Jimmy.” 

“Who was Jimmy?’ 

“Mr. Ballou,” the witness said. ‘‘I 
called up Mr. Ballou and he came over.” 

Ballou left, however, about 9 o'clock, 
the witness said, but returned later. He 
had a bottle of wine and after they had 
talked for some time Ballou proposed 
to have a drink. Mrs. Angle said she 
did not care for wine and, at her sug- 
gestion, Ballou procured whisky from 
the medicine closet and poured out. a 
small drink for her and a larger one 
for himself. 


_ Took Hit Out to Sidewalk, 
Ballou left the second time, the wit- 


ness said, about 10:30. She was prepar- 
ing to go to bed when she heard a 
noise. She decided to investigate. 

“At the foot of the stairs, blocking 
my further progress, I came upon Mr. 
Ballou,” she said. She told of calling 
to him, of trying to get him on his feet 

“I did the first thing that occurred to 
ine,”’ she continued, descriting how she 
had taken him, out to the sidewalk. She 
then rushed upstairs, stumbling over 
Ballou’s hat. She carried the hat to her 
rooms and threw it into a cedar chest 
Seeing the bottle of wine brought by 
Ballou standing on the table she threw 
it on the floor. 

The witness then told of the visit of 
Chief of Police Brennan to. her roms 
soon afterward. Brennan asked her 
“what had happened between Ballou 
and herself.” 

“Nothing, Bill,’’ the witness said she 
replied. “Nogging.”

EAPLAINS WHY HE 
QUIT MINISTRY 


Declares He Has Come to Dis- 
believe in Certain Doctrines 
of Methodist Church. 


The Rev. L. M. Birkhead, who has re- 
signed the pastorate of the Wagoner 
Memorial Methodist Church, Taylor and 
Gibson avenues, and has declared his 
purpose of leaving the Meti:odist min- 
istry, explained the reason for his ac- 
tions today to reporters by declaring his 
disbelief in certain church doctrines. 
Some of these doctrines are among 
those considered vital, not only by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, but by 
most Protestant bodies, as well as by 
the Catholic Church. 

“IT have lost my faith in the deity of 
Jesus,’’ Was one of his statements. He 
also said he did not believe in the Bible 
story of Jesus’ birth, or of the Resur- 
rection. 


Dees Not Believe in Miracles, 
He also said he did not believe in the 


New Testament story of the miracles 
of Jesus, or in other Bible miracles. He 
does not beligve that the epistles of 
Paul or the gospel of John were writ- 
teh by those persons, and he declines, 
in general, to accept the idea that any 
superhuman revelation was made in 
past, times, more than in the present 
time. 

The Rev. Mr. Birkhead has decided 
views contrary to the practice of th» 
Methodist church, and of other Prot- 
estant churches, in the matter of re- 
vivals. Recently, condemning Billy 
Sunday’s evangelistic methods, he was 
“heckled’" by members of his congrega- 
tion. 

His disapproval of Sunday’s methods 
results from the belief, which he has 
frequently expressed to his hearers, 
that religion should not be made a “fire 
escape,” and that the chief concern 
which Christians should have about heli 
is not to keep themselves out of it here- 
after, but to Keep the world from be- 
coming like it now. 

These view brought him.into conflict 
with the more orthodox of his congre- 
gation, and while some outsiders were 
attracted to his church, the regular sup- 
porters fell away, and the weakened 
condition of the church attracted the at- 
tention of the district superintendent, 
the Rev. Dr, B. F. Crissman.

Captain of Prinz Eitel Present 
When New U. S. Dreadnought

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 16.— 
When the new superdreadnought Penn- 
sylvania slipped from the ways into the 
historic waters of Hampton Roads here 
today she took her place in the navies 
of the world as the mightiest cightias 
mhchine afloat. 

The new dreadnought was cacouliinuliy 
launched here this warning, shortly 
after 10 o'clock. 

The largest engine of naval warfare in 
the world slid ‘down the Ways while a 
prayer was uttered that she might be a 
messe \ger of peace rather than a weap- 
on of destruction, 

Christened by Miss Elizabeth Kolb 
of Germantown, Pa., as Secretary. Dan- 
iels gave a signal, the monstef hull slid 
into the James River and the 1 
tossed the German converted’ cruiser 
Prinz Ejitel Friedrich less’ than a hun- 
dred yards away.

MISSOURI SENATE PASSES BILL 
ALLOWING RAILROAD RATE RAISE 


JEFFERSON CITY; March 15.—The 
hopes of Missouri railroads for an in- 
crease in passenger rates were revived 
yesterday when. the State Senate Rail 
read Committee amended and then re- 
ported favorably the House Public Serv- 
ice Commission bill. 

The Senate committee's amendment 
eliminated the provision requiring the 
Public Service ‘commission ty make a 
physical valuation of all railroads oper- 
ating in Missouri before permitting the 
reads to increase passenger rates for 2 
cents a mile, the present legal maximum 
rate, to 2% cents a mile. 

The general opinion here is that it 
would take from two to five years to 
make a physical valuation of the rail- 
roads. Under the House bill's provis- 
ions, therefore, no increase could be 
granted to the rallroads before that 
time. Should both branches of the 
Legislature agree on the bill as amend- 
ed the railroads could be granted a half- 
cent per mile increase immediately.

PHILADELPHIA. Marci 16.—As a@ cli- 
max to a big temperance demonstration 
in the Billy Sunday tabernacle iast 
night, Secretary of State Bryan's appeal 
for recruits in a total abstinence army 
was answered by 10,000 men of all ages. 

Coming at the close of a remarkable 
speech advocating temperance, Secretary 
Bryan was literally swept off his feet 
py the thousands who passed down the 
sawdust trails in response to his appe*! 
for signers to’ pledge cards circulated by 
ushers. In the scramble the Secretary 
was caught in the middle of the fight- 


ing, pushing, shouting, perspiring thron¢ 


and finally was rescued by a detail o/ 
police summoned from a nearby sub- 
station. 

The audience, which ‘Sekassd more 
than 25,000 and filled every seat in the 
large tabernacle, started with a song: 
“The Brewers’ Big Horses Can’t Roll 
Over Me.” Lashed into enthusiasm by 
Bryan’s arraignment ef the liquor traf- 
fic and its resuits, the throng cheerer 
the speaker again and again. 

Kneeling on the platform beside the 
pulpit, the spot where Billy Sunday has 
ealled for converts hundreds of times, 
Secretary Bryan endeavored, pen in 
hand, to keep. pace with the temperance 
“converts’’ as they filed along. 

Police Go to Rescue. 

For half an hour hé autographed 
pledge cards, but he soon found himself 
the center of a surging crowd, when 
rany swept into the choir loft ana 
came down upon him with a flank move- 
ment. Then the police arrived and 
whisked the Secretary outside to safety 

Secretary Bryan's speech was a bit- 
ter attack on the liquor traffic. ‘‘Taxa- 
tion without representation’’ was his 
alignment of ‘the liquor traffic in the 
light of the new civilization. 

“The nation submits annually to a 
tax five times as great as it would per- 
mit any political party to levy,” he 
said. 

“Shut off the demand for liquor and 
there will be no saloons,’’ was the Sec- 
retary’s suggestion for solving the 
liquor problem. 

Holding aloft a pledge Bryan assailed 
any who said the taking of a pledge 
was the sign of weakness. 

Pledge Not Humiliating. 

“There is nothing humiliating about 
a pledge. The man who says ‘1 never 
expect to dring,’ but adds, ‘I will not 
sign a pledge,’ raised the same suspi- 
cion that is raised when a man says 
to you, ‘I admit that I owe you, but I 
will not put it in writing.’ 

“It is estimated that the people of the 
United States spend almost $2,500,000,000 
annually on intoxicating liquors. 

“The cost of the Panama canal, the 
most gigantic engineering feat in his- 
tory, was about $400,000,000. Is it not 
appalling to think that we spend for 
drink every year something like six 
times the cost of the Panama canal? 

‘Tl have endeavored to secure an ac- 
curate estimate of the amount of money 
spent on education in this country and 
the figure given me is $750,000,000.

His Book, “Col. Todhunter of 
Missouri,’”? Best Known of 
Literary Efforts. 


Ripley D. Saunders, dramatic and. lit- 
erary editor of the Post-Dispatch, died 


¢t noon today in St. John’s Hospital. 
Ollowing an operation for acute g§as- 
tritis. Death occurred while he was un- 
der anesthetic influence. 

He was 68 years old, and had been 
engaged for nearly 20 years in news- 
paper’and literary work for most of the 
time in St. Louis. His book, “Col. Tod- 
hunter of Missouri,’’ published four 
years ago, established his reputation 
as an author. 

He had been in poor health for several 
months, but continued his work in the 
Post-Dispatch office until Saturday, 
March 6, when he suffered an attack of 
illness and was taken home. 

Listed in “Who's Whe. 

In ‘“‘Who’s Who in America,”’ 1914-1915, 
the following lines contain the chief bio- 
graphical facts of Saunders’ career, as 
he saw them: 

SAUNDERS, RIPLEY DUNLAP, 
newspaper man; born Ripley, Miss., 
Dec. 17, 1856, son of Dr. Pascal Wash- 
ington Saunders and Catherine (Ken- 
nelly) Saunders; educated in private 
Select schools at Marianna, Ark., 
Memphis, Tenn., and Pass Christian, 
Miss,; married Mrs. Mary E. (Schin- 
kel) Spearing of St. Louis, sug. 38, 
1903. Bookkeeper, 1874-89; with St, 
Louis Republic, 1889-00; St. Louts 
Post-Dispatch, 1890-92; correspondent 
Post-Dispatch in New York, 1892-98; 
Sunday editor, 1893-96; editorial writ- 
er, St. Louis Republic, to 1902, except 
during Spanish-American War; with 
Washington Times, October, 1902, to 
January, 1903; then with St. Louis 
Republic until August, 10908; since 
then special writer and dramatic 
editor St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Was 
Lieutenant in Light Battery A, First 
Missouri Artillery, but resigned; re- 
enlisted in same at beginning of war 
with Spain, and served as Gunner- 
Corporal in Porto Rico campaign. 
Presbyterian. Democrat. Author: 
“John Kenadie,"’ 1902; “Col. Todhunt- 
er of Missouri,” 1911. Home, 4163 
Washington boulevard, St. Louis. 
These lines indicate high ability and 

wide experience, but they do not men- 
tion the work to which, in the last few 
years, Mr. Saunders gave much of his 
thought, and in which he won the love 
of the children of St. Louis. This was 
is work as director of the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund, 
which was in his charge for several 
summers past. 

He undertook the task of interesting 
the children in this work, which was 
done primarily for children, and he suc- 
ceeded so well that. last summer, hun- 
dreds of school children wore the but- 
ton of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
League, and turned their little neigh- 
borhood shows into a source of help 
for the infants of poor families, and 
for sick babies whose lives depended, 
in midsummer, on the supply of milk 
and ice thus provided for them. 

fever Too Busy to See Children, 

When these children called at the 
Post-Dispatch offica to report the suc- 
cess of their entertainments, Mr. Saun- 
ders was never too busy to see them, 
and to take down their names with the 
greatest care, Few children left with- 
out taking away their impression of the 
earnest, courteous editor who was inter- 
ested ir, their little affairs. and who was 
never disturbed by their noisinegs. 

With perhaps as wide a circle of 
friends as any Other St. Louis newspa- 
yer worker had, Mr. Saunders was also 
known to many persons who never 


formed his p2rsenal acquaintance. His 
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RIPLEY DUNLAP SAUNDERS, 
erect, slender figure and his gray mus- 
tache were familiar to opera gs vers and 
first-night habitueg of. the theaters, As 
a dramatic critic, he kept close to the 
popular view ani the popular needa, ard 
did not assume any superiority ‘fn 
knowledge or in taste. He stood for 
‘he clean and the genuine, and con- 
demned that which violated his stand- 
ards. His annual] fall reviews cf new 
dramas in New York were a valued 
source of advance information for 8t. 
Louis playgoers. 

In the work of literary editor, which 
he combined with that of dramatic ed- 
itor, Mr. Saunders made merit, and not 
reputation, his standard of judging 
books. He was fond of fiction, and 
was able to read a novel of ordinary 
length in one sitting of two hours or 
so. 

Of his twd ventures in authorship, 
the first was a story set in his native 
Southland. The second, and much more 
successful work, was ‘“‘Col. Todhunter 
of Missouri,’’ whose central figure was 
declared by critics to be worthy to 
stand as the Missourian of fiction. 

‘Col. Todhunter’ was the outgrowth 
of a series of sketches in the Post-Dis- 
patch, which bore that name. They were 
comments on current happenings in the 
city, State and nation, from the stand- 
point of “Col. Thurs. T. Todhunter,”’ a 
transplanted Kentuckian. 


Book Had Wide Sale 

The Colonel’s reflections on the state 
of Jeffersonian Democracy in St. Louis, 
as shown by the straits of the Jeffer- 
scn Club, and on the growth of the pro- 
Libition movement in Kenti«xy were 
amcng the happiest specimens of the 
writer’s style. He was wrged to put the 
matter in book form, but decided that 
it would have a wider interest if ‘nade 
into a connected story.

It “Wilt Burn When All Doors 
- Are Closed and Be Signal 
to Proceed.

The old bell and bel! cord, which street 
car conductors have. pulled for more 
than a generation, is about to go into 
the discard on the Grand avenue line. 

A new method of signaling the motor- 
man to stop and start the car, which 
will relieve the conductor of this work 
and which will insure that the signal 
will not ‘be given until the rear door 
fs closed, will soon be put into use on 
the Grand avenue Ine. If successful 
there it will be installed on all United 
Railways cars. 

This new system, a part of the United 
Railways’ ‘“Safety-¥irst’ movement, 
consists of an electric circuit in which 
the rear door, in closing, makes a con- 
tact which lights a miniature colored 
lamp directly in front of the motorman. 
‘When the lamp is lighted the motorman 
knows that the rear door is closed, and 
when the lamp is not lighted he knows 
that it is. open. 

Signal When Door Closes. 
In operation the conductor closes the 
when ali passengers have boarded 
the car. The closing of the door au- 
tomatically gives the signal to the mo- 
torman by lighting the miniature lamp. 
The moterman then starts the car with- 
out further signal. When a trailer car 
is in use the signal is not given until 
the doors of both cars are closed. The 
present buzzer signal for stopping the 
car will be removed to the motorman’s 
cab. The motorman will stop on pas- 
sengers’ signals without signal from 
the conductor. The present bell and bell 


-cord will be retained only for emer- 


gency use. 

United Railways officials eeticigate 
three advantages from this system will 
be: 

The motorman cannot receive the sig- 
mal to start until the rear door is closed 
and the step folded; the time of stops 
should be shortened, as the motorman 
receives the signal immediately; the 
conductor is relieved of the duty of 
Signaling and will have more fime for 
his other duties.

Poll of City Club Reveals 20 
Qualified Persons Who Failed 
to Cast Ballots. 


In an effort to learn the reason of 
the comparatively small vote cast in 
last Friday’s city primary, the first 
held under the new charter, the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday made a poll of 
members of the City Club who were at 
the club for luncheon. For this pur- 
pose blanks were used, bearing the 
questions, “Did you vote at the pri- 
mary?’ and “If not, please state your 
reasons briefly.’ 

The City Club, which has 1400 
members, was selected for this test 
because it is the only representative 
civie organization whose members 
gather in considerable numbers 
daily. The blanks were filled out 
by 119 members at  yesterday’s 
luncheon. 

Of these, 70 stated that they voted 
at the primary. Nineteen said they 
did not live inside the city limits, 
four were out of the city on election 
day, and five said they were not reg- 
istered. Twenty others who are 
qualified voters in the city said they 
did not vote, and most of them stated 
their reasons for not doing 30. 

Vote Less Than 50 Per Cent. 

The total vote cast at the primary 
was 74,075. The revised registration 
figures are 160,624, so that less than 
a 60 per cent vote was cast. In three 
of the 28 wards, there was no con- 
test for either party nomination to 
the Board of Aldermen, and in 16 
other wards there was a contest in 
only one party. This is not how- 
ever, an adequate reason why any 
resident of any of these wards should 
have failed to vote. Under 
the new charter, residents of each 
ward vote on nominees in all the 
wards, and on important nomination 
for president of the board. The only 
restriction in the primary is that the 
voter can vote on only one party 
ticket. The proportion of voting to 
registration did not vary widely in 
the different wards, and it exceeded 
50 per cent in only eight wards, five 
of which were among®* the wards in 
which one nomination was uncon- 
tested. 

From the blanks filled out by the 20 
City Club diners who might have voted 
but did not vote, the following state- 
ments as to their reasons are taken: 


Some Were Too Busy. 

‘Too busy—no time to’ look up can- 
didates.’ “‘Thought I was too busy and 
did not realize importance of the vote;

READY OCT. 1, 1916 


Four St. Louis Firms Make High 
Bids and Are Awarded Entire 
$2,750,000 Issue. 


October 1, 1916, is the date set for the 
completion of the free bridge, now that 
the city will have $2,750,000 available on 
April 1 for the work. 

This date was fixed this morning by 
President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, who will supervise the com- 
pletion of the bridge without contracts, 
the city itself purchasing material and 
labor and directing the work. 

Mayor Kiel and Comptroller Player, 
sitting today as the Board of Estimate 


and Apportionment, awarded the 
$2,750,000 bridge bonds for which more 
than 4) bids were opened yesterday. 
The entire issue is awarded to St. 
Louisans, who, on April 1, will re- 
ceive the bonds and pay the city a pre- 
mium of $115,575 for them. 

Smith-Moore & Co. will receive $1,648,- 
000 worth of bonds, paying a premium 
of_ $41.83 per $1000 bond. The Altheimer- 
Rawlings Investment Co., which made 
the highest bid, will get $750,000 of bonds, 
paying a premium of $47.90 for $250,000 
worth and a premium of $48.20 for $500,- 
000 worth. The Business Men’s League 
got two $1000 bonds at a premium of $45 
each, and the Mechanics-American Na- 
tional Bank will receive $350,000 of bonds 
at premiums ranging from $42.19 to $47.46. 
The bonds bear 44% per cent interest, ani 
run for 20 years. 

Mayor Kiel said that $2,750,000 would 
be placed in the city treasury April 1, 
but that it would not be available for 
use by the Board of Public Service until 
the third week in April, when the new 
Board of Aldermen will met for the first 
time. He said the Board of Aldermen 
would immediately appropriate the en- 
tire amount for the completion of the 
bridge, and that the final work on the 
structure can then be started.

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CHAPTER I. 

PAIS, March 16-—The French Setbacks 
in August—The first month ef the cam- 
paign began with successes and finished 
with defeats for the French troops. Un- 
der what circumstances did these come 
about. 

The Operations in Alsace—Our plan 
of concentration had foreseen the pos- 
sibility of two principal actions—the one 
on the right between the Vosges and 
the Moselle, the other on the left to the 
north of Verdun-Toul line—this double 
possibility involving the eventual varia- 
tion of our transport. On Aug. 2, owing 
to the Germans passing through Bel- 
gium, our concentration was modified 
substantially by Gen. Joffre, in order 
that our principal effort might be al- 
rected to the north. 

From the first week in August, it was 
apparent that the length of time re- 
quired for tne British army to begin to 
move would delay our action in connec- 
tion with it. This delay is one of the 
reasons which explain our failures at 
the end of August. 

Awaiting the moment when the opera- 
tion in the north could begin and to pre- 
pare for it by retaining in Alsace the 
greatest possible number of German 
forces the General in Chief ordered our 
troops to occupy Mulhausen, to cut the 
bridges of the Rhine at Huningue and 
below and then to flank the attack of 
our troops operating in Lorraine. This 
operation was badly carried out by a 
leader who was at once relieved of his 
command. Our troops after having car- 
ried Mulhausen lost it and were thrown 
back on Belfort. The work had, there- 
fore, to be recommenced afresh and this 
was done from Aug. 14 under a new 
command. 

Mulhausen was taken on the 19th, aft- 
er a brilliant fight at Dornasch. Twenty- 
four guns were captured from the en- 
emy. On the 20th, we held the ap- 
proaches to Colmar, both by the plain 
and by the Vosges. The enemy had un- 
dergone enormous losses and abandoned 
great stores of shells and forage; but 
from this moment what was happening 
in Lorraine and on our left prevented us 
from carrying our successes further, 
for our troops in Alsace were needed 
elsewhere. On Aug. 28 the Alsace army 
was broken up, only a@ small part re- 
maining to hold the region of Thann and} 
the Vosges. 

The Operations in Lorraine—The 
purpose of the operations in Aij- 
sace was, namely, to retain a large 
part of the enemy’s forces far from tha 
northern theater of operations; it was 
for our offensive in Lorraine to pursue 
still more directly by holding before it 
the German army corps Operating to the 
south of Metz. This offensive began 
brilliantly on Aug. 14. On Aug. 19 we 
had reached the region of Saarburg an4d 
that of the Etangs Lakes; we held 
Dieuso, Morhange, Delme and Chateau 
Salins. 

On the 20th, our success was stopped. 
The cause is to be found in the strong 
organization of the region, in the power 
of the enemy’s artillery, operating over 
ground which had been minutely sur- 
veyed and finally in the default of cer- 
tain units. 

On the 22d in spite of the splendid 
behavior of several] of our army corps, 
and notably that of Nancy, our troops 
were brought back on to the Grand 
Couronne, while on the 28d and 24th 
the Germans concentrated reinforce- 
ments—three army corps at least—in 
the region of Luneville, and forced us 
to retire to the south. 

This retreat, however, was only mo- 
mentarily. On the 25th, after two vig- 
orous counter aftacks, one from south 
to north and the other from west to 
east, the enemy had to fall back. From 
that time, however, between the Ger- 
mans and ourselves a sort of balance 
was established on this terrain. Main- 
tained for 15 days, it was afterward, 
as will be seen, modified to our advan- 
tage. 

The Operations in Belgium-Luxem- 
burge—There remained the principal 
business—the battle of the north—post- 
poned owing to the necessity of wait- 
ing for the British army. On Aug. 20, 
the concentration of our lines was fin- 
ished and the general in chief gave 
orders for our center and our left to 
take the offensive. Our center com- 
prised two armies, our left consisted 
of a third.

Cities Support Almost Entire 
Government and Get No Ser- 
vice, Greene Says. 


From a Staff. Correspondent ot the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March Steen 
tors from rural districts were denounced 
in the Senate yesterday afternoon by 


j®enator Wallace Greene of Kansas 


City, who charged that many of them 
and nearly all the rural popuiation .of 
the State were banded together in a 


systematic attempt to evade the pay- 
ment of their just proportion of the 
taxes and to force the three large cities 
to suppport almost the entire State gov- 


ernment. 

Greene produced statistics to show 
that 48 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the State was represented by 
properties in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, and that ircluding the indi- 
rect taxes and licenses, the cities paid 
more than 60 per cent of all the taxes 
paid to the State. 

His speech was on a bill to divert for 
two years the returns from the tax on 
corporations from the good roads fund, 
to the general revenue fund to enable 
that fund to more nearly meet the enor- 
mous appropriations recommended by 
the appropriations committees, and 
particularly to provide money to rebuild 
the Warrensburg Normal School, which 
was destroyed by fire two weeks ago. 

“Cittes Getting No Service.” 

Greene detlared that the cities were 
not getting a return in service which 
anywhere near represented the amount 
they paid in taxes. 

He showed that many of the State in- 
stitutions were conducted almost solely 
for the State outside the large cities, 
and besides paying taxes for their sup- 
port the cities were forced to tax them- 
selves again for similar institutions 
within the cities. 

Greene said that the appropriations 
recommended by the ci mmittee amount- 
ed -to $13,335,947, and that the State 
Auditor estimated the receipts would be 
$11,500,000. Thus, he said, the appropria- 
tiogs will exceed the revenue $1,835,947. 

“The farmers of the State ought to be 
ashamed to look each other in the face,’’ 
Greene said. “‘You are eyading the pay- 
ment of the just proportion of the Statr 
faxes. When you go to elect an asses- 
sor you refuse to vote for him unless he 
agrees not to raise the assessment of 
your property. 

“The three large cities of the State 
pay 60 per cent of the taxes for the 
State government, State institutions, 


their own hospitals, asylums and other 
institutions. They cannot get qualifie: 
school teachers from the State norma! 
schools and have to maintain teachers’ 
colleges.” 


MISSOURI HOUSE AGREES TO 
SUBMIT ‘SUFFRAGE T0 VOTE

JEFFERSON CITY, March 16.—The 
House today, by a vote of 88 to 40, 
decided to submit the question of 
woman suffrage to the voters of 
Missouri at the next general election. 


4Surprise resulted when dry leaders 


opposed the resolution and wet mem- 
bers supported it. 

Representative Bhannon of Au- 
drain County, who is the floor leader 
for the dry forces in the House, and 
who manipulated the steam-reller 
which resulted in the passage of 
drastic dry legislation by the House, 
and Representative Bowers of Wayne

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The Citizens’ Committee, representing a score 
or more of civic organizations, has done.good pre- 
liminary work in the effort to assure satisfac- 
tory party nominations for the Board of Educa- 
tion. The list of 14 men, one-half Republicans 
and one-half Democrats, recommended as suitable 
material for School Board nominees, is excellent. 
Selections from the list would assure good can- 
didates for both parties. 

What will the party conventions do with the 
list? The committee has no power to enforce se- 
lections from its list. It merely recommends. 
The effect of its action is moral. 

Ward delegations to the party conventions will 
be chosen by mass meetings Thursday night. Mass 
meetings in a large city are usually farces as rep- 
resentative bodies. They are controlled, as a 
rule, by party bosses and their henchmen. There 
are signs that the committeemen of both parties 
are preparing to work their will in Friday's con- 


ventions. 
If citizens would attend the mass meetings in 


sufficient numbers they could choose good candi- 
dates. What hope is there that citizens will at- 
tend the meetings and if they do that they will 
be able to organize an effectual control? Cer- 
tainly, the effort should be made. 

The situation exposes the intolerable conditions 
existing under the law providing for School Board 
nominations. 

There is, however, one way in which the moral 
effect of the demand for good nominations may 
be strengthened. The party which refuses to name 


‘| good candidates for the board can be defeated in 


the elections. A party defeat on account of bad 
nominations would have a salutary effect on all 
parties. 

This method suggests the duty of citizens in the 
coming election with respect to the candidates of 
all parties. That duty is to vote only for the best 
candidates, regardless of party affiliations. 

‘The organized effort of citizens to assure good 
School Board directors should be supplemented 
with an organized effort to elect none but good 
men to the Board of Aldermen. 

Let us have an effective voters’ league, with 
members pledged to work and cast their ballots for 
members of the Board of Aldermen on merit 
alone. Let us start the first election of munici- 
pal officers under the new charter on a business 
instead of a partisan basis. Let us have a non- 
partisan vote on municipal elections. 

If every good citizen of St. Louis will vote in 
April, not for the Democratic, Republican or So- 
cialist party, but for St. Louis, the result would 
be a splendid victory for good government. It 
would assure the success of the new charter. 

Vote for St. Louts.

“T don’t know of any harder thing than to find 
a good Warden,” says Federal Attorney-General 
Gregory.

You need a man who under- 
stands human nature and who will at the same 
time be a capable executive.” 

The search for a new Warden at the Atlanta 
prison was prosecuted without any limitations as 
to politics. If, with all tests barred except com- 
petency, it is most difficult to make a proper se- 
lection, how much more difficult must it be to fit 
the right man into the right place when the 
choice is confined not only to members of a single 
party, but to a narrow circle of men in that party 
whose only qualification is that their help elect- 
ed a particular candidate for Governor?

It robs 
and degrades its victims. It gives the con- 
tractor an unwarranted influence with offi-

The paper adds that “public sentiment wants 


the contract system abolished at once.” The dis- 
grace of the whipping post would not be mint- 
mized by abolishing it in respect to a part of 
the offenders and retaining it in respect to others 
of no greater guilt. The compromise prison bill 


continues the contract system until the adjourn- | 


ment of the next Legislature, when incapable 
Officials will.be as ready with excuses for per 
petuating it as now. Its abolition now is as easy 
as it will be then. 


ALIZING JITNEYS. 

A bill has been introduced in the Kansas City 
Council ostensibly to regulate, but-actually to kill, 
jitney service, It requires every jitney driver to 
obtain a franchise to pay a heavy license tax, to 
specify the exact route and hours and to give a 
large bond. 

Why should a fjitney driver obtain a franchise? 
He enjoys no monopoly or special privilege in the 
use of streets. He pays a vehicle license and his 
business license, if any is required, should be 
nominal merely to enforce responsibility and fair 


| regulation. 


Provisions of this kind are manifest penalties 
for attempting to compete with franchised trol- 
ley companies. 

Jitney regulations should be designed to pro- 
tect the public, not to prevent jitney service, 
which is now on a makeshift basis. The real 
problem of motor service in American cities has 
not been worked out. Attempts to work it out 
on sound lines should be encouraged.. We need 
the service. . : 
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ELECTRICITY. 

It should be as cheap and as commonly used, 
in our cities, as water. 

If so used, it would do the lighting, heating, 
cooking and motivating of machinery in all ex- 
cept a very few instances. | 

Such use of it would rid our cities of. smoky 
chimneys; would cut the cost of living enor- 
mously; would reduce by half the labor of house- 
wives; would give us clean air to breath and more 
leisure from indoor tasks to get outdoors to 
breathe it. 

Blectricity will be thus cheapened and brought 
into common use when it is supplied from pub- 
lic generating plants for service, at cost, instead 
of being supplied, as now, from privately-owned 
generating plants, at eight to 10 times its cost, 
for profit. 

The existing system puts this wonderful labor, 
time and health saver beyond the reach of a 
majority of the people, in their homes. For 
them it is as if the lightning had never been 
harnessed. They can get fits benefits by merely 
going to the polls, at the proper time, and order- 
ing their public servants to supply it at the lowest 
possible cost. :
